Judge Himself Not Certain as to

In his charge to the January grand 
jury yesterday Judge John T. Pendle- 
ton sprung a sensation by his remarks 
as to his construction of the prohibi- 
tion law in its relation to clubs, hold- 
ing that, though the locker tax pro- 
vision gives clubs the right to keep 
liquor in their buildings, it does not 
give the members of clubs the right to 
give drinks to other than members. 

Im other words, the judge holds that 
when guests are taken into a club for 
the purpose of having .drinks served 
to them, the club thereby becomes a 
public place, and the law provides that 
no liquor shall be kept in a public 
place. As to whether this construction 
of the law will force clubs to with- 
draw all.privileges to guests or else 
give up their lockers and the privilege

Drew a Close Distinction. 

In drawing the distinction between | 
a public and private place, Judge Pen- 
dieton stated that a club of some thirty 
members in a small town would be a 
public place, while in a city the size 
of Atlanta it would not be so consid- 
ered. As is known, the law prevents 
the giving away of intoxicants in a 
public place, and a person violating 
that part can be convicted. The jury 
was instructed to indict all such of- 
fenders. 

The judge holds that a club can pre- 
cure a locker license and be safe, but 
that. being a public place, it cannot 
dispense intoxicants free. 

According to the charge, clubs seem 
to be safe unless other than members 
gather, and in such event it is up to 
the grand jury to ascertain whether

She probably would 
have-borne her sorrow secretly but 
for the earls heartless conduct when 
her brother's trial plunged her in trou- 
ble. He endeavored then to. prevent 
her going over to stand by her mother 
in. her- affliction, and when she insisted 
he went to the Riviera and to Cairo, 
where, with the species of men’ com- 
panions he affects, he was prominent 
in the masks and revelries. He never 
mixed in society and for the last three 
years the countess has been living prac- 
tically alone, passing considerable 
periods in Paris and Italy.

The Seaboard was recently 
wrested from the control of John Skel- 
ton Williams by the Ryan-Blair inter- 
est, of New York, and turned over to 
the Seaboard Holding Company, which 
fas $72,000,000, of which only two- 
thirds has been issued.

171,000 was earned in 1904-5, and al- 
most as much the following year. In 
the year 1906-7 there was a deficit of 
over $42,000, despite the fact that the 
gross earnings were over $2,500,000 more 
than the year before. The explanation 
of this is supposed to He in the fact 
that the management has spent in the 
last year or two a sum frequently stated 
to be as high as $6,000,000 jn permanent 
improvements and betterments paid for 
out of current revenues.

What the Judge Said. 

Judge Pendleton said in part: 

“Gentlemen of the Grand Jury: A 
recent act known as the prohibition 
law was passed by the legislature, this 
prohibiting the sale, manufacture for 
sale or barter, directly or indirectly, 
any alcoholic, spirituous or malt 
liquors, intoxicating bitters or other 
drink which drunk to excess will pro- 
duce intoxication. It also prohibits 
the giving away of any such liquors 
at a place of business for the purpose 
of inducing trade; prohibits the keep- 
ing of such liquors at public places. It 
may become necessary for you to know 
what a public place is—either on ac- 
count of its ownership or the uses to 
which it is put. All buildings belong- 
ing to the public, the state of Georgia 
or the city of Atlanta, such as the 
court house, the jail, the chamber of 
commerce, the capitol building, are 
public on account of the proprietorship. 
A place where the public is permitted 
to assemble or is generally invited is 
a public place. 

“A club may or may not be a public 
place. In a small city of four or five 
hundred inhabitants, a club which has 
a membership of 25 or 3O is a public 
place. In a large city of 100,000 people, 
such a club is not a public place. A 
club in.a large city having a member- 
ship of 100, or more, who frequent the 
place where the members assemble 
would be a public place, although the 
public at large is not invited and can- 
not frequent, provided it is attended by 
large numbers of members and guests. 

“In illustration of a public place, I 
will say to you that the courts hold 
that a barber shop. churches, school 
houses, lawyers’ offices, are public 
places. The supreme court holds that 
when a person invites friends to come 
to his house, although the gathering is 
limited to friends, but a considerable 
number is assembled, the house is a 
public place. 

“The law also provides that clubs, 
corporations, associations of persons 
who keep such liquors at the place 
where the membership is assembled, 
shall pay a license fee of $500. 

“{[ instruct you, gentlemen, that if a 
club pays $500 it can keep liquors, 
provided the place where they are 
kept is not frequented by other people. 

“In that Instance the state would 
not or could not presume to permit 
the keeping of liquor by the clubs and 
then convict them in her courts for 
violation. 

“This license would protect them, 
however, only in the event the place 
is frequented by members only. If a 
club has not paid or a club which has 
paid allows other than members to 
gather, the question then is whether or 
not the club is a public place. If it 
is a public place, under the instruc- 
tions I have given you it would violate 
the law and be subject to conviction.”

General Improvements. 


A municipal o@rporation differs from 
others itn this: that it is its object to spend 
money rather than to make it. A city that 
can make its permarpi:nt improvements, meet 
{ts current obligations and finish the year 
with a «mal! amount of money in its treasury 
is well administered. There is no object 
in piling up large amounts in the city treas- 
ury, and the counct! of 1907 did well in 
closing the year with a large number of 
public improvements to its credit and with 
only about $8,000 of surplus cash in the 
treasury. These improvements included the 
Washington street viaduct and the South 
Boulevard underpass—for both of which the 
last administration set aside money—the 
auditorium-armory, which has been started; 
the third ward school building and lot, the 
fourth ward school building and iot, the 
fifth ward school lot, an annex to the Girls’ 
High school, a new fire engine house and lot 
in the elghth ward, a new hospital for con- 
tagious diseases, the Pryor street underpass, 
the Edgewood avenue peving, the city hall 
improvements, the purchase and improvement 
of the Evan FP. Howell park in West End, 
the building of roadways through Piedmont 
park, the erection of a magnificent concrete 
pavilion at. Grant park, a new coagulating 
basin and the laying of a 36-inch matin from 
the Chattahoochee pumping station to the top 
of Casey's hill in the waterworks depart- 
ment, and others. All of these fmprove- 
ments are either completed or so well under 
way that they will be ready for public use 
in a few months. The’ sare permanent in 
character and future generations as well as 
the present one will profit by them.

In my inaugural ‘address I laid particular 
ftrees upon the importance of well paved and 
well kept streets. I have not changed my 
wpinion. The maintenance of the public 
thoroughfares its a uty of the utmost ime 
portance and he is not a good official who 
neglects it. In that address | called attention 
to the disgraceful condition of our streets and 
mentioned instances of the lack of repairs. 
I proposed to the general council to put at 
work three squads of street repairers on each 
side of the railroads, equip them with 
wagons, tools, blocks, brick, chert and other 
paving material, and keep them constantly 
at work searching the streets for places 
where the pavements had worn out. This 
recommendation, which received the unani- 
mous approval of’ the press and the people, 
went to the street committee of 1907. It 
was discussed, pigeon-holed and not acted 
upon. | not know why I know that if 
these street repairing gangs are put 
work something will be accomplished in 
street department and every” cil.zen 
looks about: #?@m realizes that they are need- 
ed.

passable condition. I call your ata, 
fore to Peachtree street, upon 
‘which the new asphalt paving is 
already in need of repairs, and 
where a few days’ work will save 
a costly pavement. I call your at- 
tention to ‘the outlying cherted 
streets in all the wards which are 
being washed away. 

During the spring of last year I learned 
that one cauge for the condition of our 
streets was the conflict in laws governing 
the elty engineer's department and the de- 
partment of the commissioner of public 
works. I sent a special message to the gen- 
eral council on that subject and asked that 
a revision of these laws be made. That com- 
munication was pigeon-holed. 

In August, 1907, I sent a special message 
to counctl giving’ a detailed report of the 
operations of the two street departments and 
asked that the condition of the city’s con- 
tracts be investigated with a view to relet- 
ting those that could not be compieted. That 
communication was pigeon-holed by the 
street committee. 


Will Insist on 


me digress from the 
work at this point to say 
shall insist upon action being taken on 
‘whatevur recommendations I make to the 
general council. If you agree with my gsug- 
gestions I shall expect you to vote for them. 
If you disagree with me you are at liberty 
to vote against my recommendations. But I 
intend to see to it that action is taken one 
way or another and that some report is made 
to ~the’ general council. That this may be 
done, I shall embrace the principal features 
of this annual report in special messages to 
your honorable body at its next meeting and 
shall ask that these special messages be re- 
ferred to tlie committees governing the de- 
partments which they will affect. 

Excepting the matters I have mentioned, I 
am well pleased with the work of the street 
department. We spent last year in sewers, 
sidewalks and etreet paving $248,263.64, which 
is the largest amount of money expended on 
streets, sewers and sidewalks by Atlanta 
since 1898. We laid 9.49 miles of sewers, 
10.77 miles of curbing and sidewalks and 
2.66 miles of asphalt, granite blocks and 
bitulithic paying, which is more work than 
has been done in one year by the engineering 
department for many years. The public 
works department did more work by $3 1-3 
'f{&r cent during 1907 than during any previ- 
vus year. This applies to all its various de- 
partments, including the repaving and repair- 
ing of streets. 

Before leaving the street department let me 
mention another matter which impresses me 
as being of the utmost importance. The 
contractor who last year undertook to fur- 
nish curbing for the city delayed—probably 
through no fault of his—in delivering curbing 
to such an extent ag to retard the work of 
placing it in position. About the middle of 
December the delivery of curbing was 80 
great as to preclude the possibility of laying 
it all during 1907. I recommend to your 
honorable body that the contracts for such 
materials as curbing, brick, chert and other 
street paving material be caused to terminate 
on the $lst day of August, with the option 
on the part of the city of calling for more 
material during 1908 as it is needed. It seems 
to me that this plan will solve a perplexing 
question.

Bridges. 


| Atlanta is so peculiarly laid out as to make 
the department of bridges of the utmost im- 
portance. For many years our citizeng were 
inconvenilenced and their lives menaceti by a 
large number of grade crossings over. the 
railroad tracks. The city government awoke 
the importance of insuring the safety of 
the people & number of years ago, and since 
that time there have been constructed a num- 
ber of magnificent bridges. They are per- 
manent tmprovements to which we may well 
point with pride. 

Last year I urged the construction 
subway for) pedestrians at the Pryor street 
crossing. That work has not been accom- 
Plished with the rapidity that I wished 
for, yet it is well under way and the im- 
provement is assured. I direct your atten- 
tion to that subway and recommend that 
your bridge committee take up the matter 
of constructing a subway at the North avenue 
grade crossing. where many of our citizens 
lust their lives and which ‘is used 
every day -by large numbers of little chil- 
dren who attend the schools in that vicinity. 

[I also wish to call your attention to the 
fact that the Washington § street viaduct, 
which was to have been complete don De- 
cember 1, 1906, is still uncompleted, although 
it is used by both vehicles and pedestrians. 
I ask the bridge committee of 1908 to see 
that this structure is turned over to the city 
as soon as possible.

badly damaged by the railroads. 
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ed, and the Whitehall street bridge was very 
much damaged. Both of these bridges are 
now being repaired by the railway company 
which injured them. They are again in use. 


Schools. 


We citizens of the middie age, who were 
reared directly after the civil war and who 
were denied the privilege of such splendid 
education ag is afforded by our public 
achools, probably feel more @eeply than 
others the importance of this bjiect. The 
matter of public education appeais to me as 
do few .others. I think that the city which 
undertakes to furnish public education and 
which falls in its duty, or which, through a 
spirit of false economy, neglects to furnish 
a scat in its public schools to every child who 
desires admission, had better be wiped from 
the face of the map in order that its cifizens 
may move to a more intelligent and enlight- 
ened community. I am proud of the fact that 
I declared myself on this subject with all the 
vehemence of which I was capable in my 
inaugural address, and I believe what I 
stated to the general council of 1907 had 
something to do with the construction of two 
new schools, one tn the third ward and one 
in the fourth ward; the buying of a lot for 
a school in the fifth ward and with the pur- 
chase of a splendid annex to the Girls’ High 
school. If you gentlemen will do as much for 
the school department in 1908 I wil! be con- 
tent at the close of this year with what will 
have been accomplished during the two years 
of my administration and I will retire from 
office feeling that I have done something for 
the city which I love y providing for the 
education of its children. 


Parks. 


A great deal was done 
in the department of parks, and of this I am 
very proud, but so much still remaing to 
be accomplished that it deserves our most 
earnest and serious consideration. I wish, 
for the second time, to call attention to the 
necessity for a park in the fifth ward. The 
front and back yards of that section are 
continually growing smaller every year and 
more children are being compelled to select 
the streets ar their playgrounds. No section 
of the city needs a park more than the con- 
gested district of the fetth ward. I suggest 
that this park be placed as close in as pos- 
sible. The parks we now have are in the 
suburbs and for that reason are inaccessible 
to many of our citizens. Grant park, Spring- 
vale park, Pledmont park and Howell park 
are all practically at the city limits. I want 
the fifth ward park to be surrounded by 
homes and I trust the general council of 1908 
will join me in the endeavor to provide this 
improvement. I have appointed a councilman 
from the fifth ward to the chairmanship of 
the park committee, which gives him a seat 
on the board of park commissioners, and upon 
him especially I urge the duty of aiding me 
in placing a park in his ward. 

Mims park, which adjoins the Davis street 
school, I have personally inspected. It lies 
beautifully for park purposes, and is sur- 
rounded by homes which practically have no 
yards at all. A park is needed very much 
right where Mims park is located. [ want 
that park improved, and I call especially 
upon the delegation from the first ward to 
help me in this matter. 

Springvale park, in the fourth ward, I am 
pleased to inform you has been attended to 
during 1907, but there is yet much to be done 
there and an appropriation shoul be made 
for it. 


Asks Ample Appropriation. 


I trust that the finance “committee will pro- 
vide well for the department of parks in 1906 
in order that the excellent work begun in 
1907 may continue. 

Regarding the work of 1907, I take pleas- 
ure in informing your honorable body that a 
magnificent copgcrete pavilion was erected at 
Grant park, splendid cement walks were 
laid there, a new roof was placed on the 
cyclorama and grading and other general 
work, such as taking care of surface water 
and planting shrubs and greenhouse im- 
provements were made to such an extent that 
a visit to that park will astonish and please 
you. At my request an ice house was erect- 
ed at Grant park this year and animals that 
can be eaten, which break their legs or re- 
ceive other injuries in the streets and are 
compelled to be killed are now fed to the 
animals of the zoo, through the courtesy of 
Drs. Carnes & Carnes. As a result the meat 
bill for the zoo has decreased from about 
$120 per month to about §10 per month. 

Piedmont park presents a problem that 
must be worked out by the park commission. 
It was the intention to tear down the build- 
ings at that place, but the success of the 
last state fair thoroughly demonstrated that 
Atlanta is not ready to stop holding annual 
fairs and there is a decided sentiment against 
removing the buildings. {| am. still of the 
opinion that Piedmont park can be used for 
both recreation and state fair purposes. It 
may be necessary to divide the two in some 
way, but I think that this can be worked 
out. I refer the matter to the park commis- 
sion of 1908. 

Last year we purchased the Evan P. Howell 
park tn the seventh ward and improved it to 
such an extent that it is one of the prettiest 
spots In the city. This year the finance com- 
mittee will appropriate about $5,900, which 
will be the last payment upon the park, and 
the only cost of it hereafter will be its 
maintenance.

Waterworks. 


Last year three notable Improvements were 
undertaken in the waterworks department. 
The laying of a duplicate 86-inch main from 
the Chattahoochee pumping station to the 
top of Casey’s hill increased the water sup- 
ply about one-third. The 36-inch main will 
be brought to the reservoir this year. 

A new coagulating basin, an exact duplicate 
of the first one bullt, was constructed, and is 
now ready for service. 

After an exhaustive investigation, a new 
pump was purchased for the waterworks de- 
partment. The pump {gs very much needed 
and should be installed without delay. 

I also urge the completion of the new reser- 
vair. The county convicts have done a great 
dégl of work on this improvement, but very 
much more remains to be done. The county 
commissioners will discuss this matter with a 
committee from your honorable body and [J 
believe there will be no difficulty in inducing 
the commissioners to do the work. The im- 
provements under the bond issue wil) be 
made this year and will greatly augment the 
rapidly increasing revenue from the water- 
works department. At present only 65 per 
c@nt of the people have city water. This is a 
condition that should be remedied and the 
only way to remedy it is to lay more mains. 
The people want the water and when they do 
aut take it the reason is they cannot get it. 

I earnestly suggest that in purchasing pipe 
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and QOvercoats knows that they stand 
at the top-notch in the clothing scale. 
All the sack and cutaway suits, overcoats 
and raincoats; blues, 
mixtures are 
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in prices, 
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in the future the water board refrain from 
buying 6-inch mains. Atlanta- already has 
enough small mains. The 6-inch mains in 
the center of the city should be replaced by 
10-inch and 18-inch mains and moved to the 
suburbs, where a strong pressure is not s0 
imperative. To have 6-inch mains in the cen- 
ter of the city and 10-inch and 12%-ineh mains 
in the suburbs is very much Ifke pouring 
water in the small end of a funnel. 


Fire Department. 


I recommend to your honorable body that 
you continue the work of last year in en- 
larging the fire department. An adequate fire 
fighting service is of great importance to our 
eit’. 

During 1907 a lot on East North avenue, 
between Peachtree and West Peachtree 
streets, was purchased and there is now in 
course of erection on this lot a building that 
will be known as fire station No. 


Police Department. 


I wish to especially commend the police de- 
partment for its excellent service during the 
latter part of least year. Trouble in the city 
had been freely predicted. I was urged by 
many to close the saloons before Christmas 
day and compel them to remain closed during 
the remainder of the year. 1 refused to do 
fo, having confidence in the efficiency of the 
police department. That I was right every 
one now knows. There wag not the slightest 
trouble and every time it appeared that 
there would be a disturbance the department 
did effectual work. 


Sanitary Department. 


For the sanitary department I recommend 
the purchase of three new street flushing ma- 
ching. Those that the department now has 
are doing excellent work and the sanitary 
chief states that the efficiency of his de- 
partment will be increased by the additions. 


Hospitals. 


I again recommend to your honorable body 
that a home for the hospital nurses be con- 
structed and equipped. My recommendation 
concerning this matter last year was dis- 
cussed, but nothing was done. I believed for 
some time that a home for these nurses was 
needed, but I did not thoroughly realize untfl 
after an investigation exactly what hard- 
ships the city is placing upon these noble 
women by failing to previde adequate ac- 
commodations for them. 

The Grady hospital is too small. Frequently 
it be@omes deplorably crowded. Some addition 
should be made, and in the meantime it 
would be well to use the private sanitariums 
in the city as adjunct to the hospital. The 
city warden, after an investigation, states 
that the charity hospitals of the city are not 
giving value received for the amount of 
money donated to them by the general coun- 
cil. On the other hand, the charity hospitals 
contend that the number of patients sent 
them by the city requires a greater expendi- 
ture than the amount of money donated by 
the council. I gay that if either the warden 
or, the officials of the charity hospitals be 
correct, there should be a change. The 
city certainly does not wish to impose upon 
the hospitals nor does it wish to be in the at- 
titude of expending unnecessarily large 
amounts. The hospitals state that the cost 
per patient per day is 87 cents. Therefore, 
paying for patients at the rate of $1 per day 
would give the charitable institutions a good 
margin for proffts. I therefore, recommend 
that the donations to the hospitals under 
the present system be discounted and that all 
hospitals and sanitariums, which desire to 
care for patients of the Sty at the rate of $1 
per day, be requested to signify their wil- 
lingness to do so in writing to the city 
warden and that they be paid $1 per day fr 
each patient sent them by the city. If this 
method is adopted practically every hospital 
In the city can, I belleve, be used as an ad- 
junct to the Grady hospital, thereby reliev- 
ing the pressure upon that institution. 

City Hall Improvements. 


It having been ascertained last year that the 
early erection of a new city hal'—a building 
that is very much needed in Atlanta—could 
net be accomplished at an early date, I 
caused a rearrangement of the first floor of 
the city hall and a general improvement 
upon all the floors, which I think will make 
the present buildings of service for the next 
three or four years. 


City Pension System. 


For many years I have been convinced 
that it is the duty of the city to provide 
adequate pensions for the policemen and fire- 
men. I refrained from agitating this matter 
during my incumbency as chief of the fire 
department because some might have thought 
I did so from personal motives. Now that I 
have left that department and am no longer 
entitled to any benefits from pension funds, 
I wish to urge th!s important work »-~° che 
general council with all the earn 4 of 
which I am capable. We already #e po- 
licemen who are unfit for duty ali A&A num- 
ber of firemen will, within a few years, be 
forced to retire from the department. Other 
cities of even less importance than Atlanta 
have inaugurated a pension department for 
policemen and firemen and there is no rea- 
son why Atlanta should not be at the fore- 
front of this just and philanthropic move- 
ment. The Police Relief Association has a 
large fund, which it uses principally for in- 
surance purposes. The Firemen'’s Rellef As- 
sociation has a similar fund. There ig no 
reason why these two funds should not be 
placed together and made a nucleus for a 
permanent pension fund by the city. I 
reeommend to your honorable body that this 
Important matter be. referred to the board 
of police commissioners, board of fire mas- 
ters and committees to be selected from the 
Police Relief Association and the Firemen’s 
Relief Association. I am confident that such 
a body wiil be able to work out details and 
effect a system that is very much needed. 

Public Comfort Bailding. 


A public comfort 


building has become a 
necessity in Atlanta. 


The closing of the ga- 
loons, which were used by a large number 
of our citizens, presents a problem in public 
comfort that must be solved at once. There 
are many excellent locations for such a 
bullding. I recommend that you refer this 
matter to a committee with the request that 
it report ag speedily as possible. 
Atlanta Freight Bureau. 


I wish to direct the attention 
council to ,the fact that the chairman of its 
committee on freight rates and transporta- 
tion sat as a director of the Atlanta freight 
bureau during 1907. The new chairman will 
be a director in that organization during 
1908. Incidentally I take pleasure in inform- 
ing you that the Atlanta freight bureau last 
year secured freight reductions which enabled 
our merchants to meet competitors on a bet- 
ter footing at a thousand different points. 
The freight bureau did this by friendly con- 
ferences with the railroads and every single 
reduction made by the carrier companies was 
voluntary on their part. The freight bureau 
also caused to be returned to Atlanta mer- 
hants nearly ; in overcharges and 

which is several thousand dollars 
than was required to operate the bu- 
reau. It seems to me that an organization 
which is doing work of this kind 
commend itself to both the general 
and the citizens generally.

Re- 
specting these matters, the report 
says: 

“It is this general and marked im- 
provement in transportation conditions 
that the commission observes with 
spedial gratification. The amended law 
with its enforceable remedies, the 
wider reognition of its fundamental 
justice, the quickened sense of public 
obligation on the part of railway man- 
agers, the clearer perception by ship- 
pers of all classes that any individual 
advantage is morally as well as legally 
indefensible, and the augmented influ- 
ence of the commission resulting from 
its increased authority have all com- 
bined to materially diminish offensive 
practices of every sort and to signally 
promote the purposes for which the 
law was enacted. 

“Since the new rate law became ef- 
fective on August 28, 1906, the com- 
mission has granted relief in the form 
of corrective orders in many cases. Up 
to November 4, 1907, the commission 
rendered decisions in 105 contested 
cases under the act. In 45 of these 
cases orders were made against the 
defendant carriers; in 45 the com- 
plaints were dismissed, and in the re- 
maining 15 no orders were made. In 
every instance, except one, the orders 
of the commission were complied with 
promptly. In the exceptional case, the 
Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
railroad carried the order into the 
United States court, but, pending a 
decision by the courts, is complying 
with the order of the commission.” 

Enormous Loss of Life. 

Two important subjects are discussed 
at length in the report, the one being 
the matter of advances in rates, 
“which the commission is wholly with- 
out power to prevent,” and the other, 
the dreadful destruction of life in 
railway accidents, “which are now the 
Subject of official investigation under 
federal authority.” 

Concerning the advance in rates, 
which “rests entirely with the rail- 
way,” under the law, the commission 
Suggests that when such advance ig 
attacked in a formal complaint, the 
commission be given authority by leg- 
islation to suspend the operation of 
the advanced rate until the matter 
shall have been heard and determined 
finally. 

Respecting the important subjects of 
congested traffic and car shortage, the 
commission says the whole problem 
“may be said to be due to the fact 
that the facilities of the carriers have 
not kept pace with the commercial] 
growth of the country. One eminent 
railroad president has estimated that 
during the period from 1893 to 1905. 
the traffic offered for carriage in the 
United States increased 110 per cent, 
while during the same period the in- 
strumentalities for handling this traf- 
fic increased only 20 per cent. 


Situation Is Alarming. 

“It may be conservatively § stated 
that the inadequacy of transportation 
facilities is little less than alarming; 
that its continuation may place an 
arbitrary limit upon the future produc- 
tivity of the land, and that the solu- 
tion of the difficult financial and phys- 
ical problems involved is worthy the 
most earnest thought and effort of al] 
who believe in the full development 
of our country, and the largest oppor- 
tunity for its people.” 

The work of the commission has in- 
creased enormously in the past year. 
During the year 276 hearings were 
held in various parts of the country, 
against 73 in 1906; and at the hearings 
88,000 folios of testimony were taken. 
This indicates an increase of about 350 
per cent. 

Under an act of congress the com- 
mittee has awarded eight bronze med-

A lit- 
tle girl, 4 years old, was enticed into 
the hallway of a house and fatally 
stabbed in the ebdomen.

There 
was no disturbance during the morning 
hours. The twelve companies of infan- 
try and one battery of the Indiana na- 
tional guard are resting in quarters. The 
streets are patrolled by 500 business and 
professional men :who have been sworn 
in as deputies. The strained situation 
is becoming irksome to the better ele- 
ment of the city.

Since the war it has 
often beem said that the presence of the ne- 
gro has kept the foreigner from coming into 
mi@st. If this be the cause, it is jthely 
‘to continue operative indefinitely. 

' ‘The mere presence of the negro may have 
|hed some influence, but it is also probable 
' that our reputed treatment of him has had 
its woight, It will, take time to remake our 
reputation in this matter, a part of which, 
unfortunately, was deserved. But with the 
mental and moral elevation of the negro and 
the cultivation of such relations as are being 
advocated by Governor Northen the negro 
himself will become less objectionable and 
leur reputation will be improved. 

| But in’ my opinion another cause is more 
weighty than any of those mentioned, and 
it is that we have no ship lines bringing the 
immigrants directly to our shores. You 
pointed out that nearly one-half of those 
who came last year stopped in New York and 
Pennsylvania. There seems to be a natural 
tendency to stop where they’ first land or 
push west along the lines of least resistance. 
It is not probable that all of these will re- 
main In New York amd Pennsylvania, but, 
after a short stay there they will go élse- 
where, very likely to the west. If we had 
immigrant Iines ending at Norfolk, Charles- 
ton, Savannah and Brunswick, it is very 
probable that the majority of the immigrants 
landing at the ports would remain in the 
gouth. When the ship Wittehind arrived at 
Charleston November 8, 1906, The Constitu- 
ti@®. referred to it as the most important 
event in the ‘history of the south since Ogle- ; 
thorpe opened up the wilds of Georgia. 

One fact must never be forgotten—that 
mere numbers are not desirable except for 
the weight they give in political influence, 
As poirmted ovt in the November Uacle 
Remus’s the quality of labor isan even more 
important problem to the south than quantity. 
Of the immigrants who came to Georgia last 
year 164 were laborers, 56 farm laborers. 
What do these men know of their trades? 
What is the state doing to incréase thelr 
efficiency? It is doing much now, but much 
remains to be done. As far as possible there 
should be a careful selection of immigrants 
and unceasing activity for the elevation of 
the native population, both white and black.

LAW TO KEEP STUDENTS 
FROM HOSPITAL WARDS 


— 


Mayor Pro Tem. Quillian introduced an 
ordinance in council last evening to 
prohibit the opening of the Grady hos- 
pital wards for systematic bedside 
teaching by medical students. 

This is another chapter in the hos- 
pital row. 

The mayor pro tem. said that he did 
not believe it was right for such teach- 


ing to prevail under existing circum- 
Stances. 

The ordinance, which was referred to 
the ordinance committee, !s as follows: 

Whereds, A controversy has arisen over the 
question of allqwing the medical schools of 
the city of Atlanta to give bedside instruc- 
tion in the charity wards of the Grady hos- 
pital to the students attending said school; 
and 

Whereas, The Grady hospital is a charity 
hospital, é¢stablished and maintained by the 
city of Atlanta for the benefit of those who 
are unable to provide themselves with proper 
medical and surgical treatment and who, 
when they enter said hospital, become the 
wards of the city of Atlanta and are entitled 
to the same care, consideration and protection 


that are given persons in 
ot said hospitai,and who 
vices rendered them; -and 
Whereas, We do not believe that any pri- 
vate hospital in this city would tolerate for 
one moment the systematic bedside teaching 
of medical students in such hospital; and we 
do not believe that such teaching would be 
permitted in any of the private wards of the 
Grady hospita!;: but we do believe that those 
who are compelled to go to the charity wards 
of said hospital for medical or _ surgical 
treatment are entitled to the same care, con- 
Sideration and protection as persons who are 
able to pay for such treatment: and 
Whereas, The board of trustees and the 
medical staff of said hospital are divided on 
the question, and there its a difference of 
opinion among physicians as to the effect 
such teaching might have on patients—many 
holding that it would be very detriment 
and all conceding that no patient would re- 
ceive any benefit from such teaching.

The chief of these is in regard to the 
“Siving alway of wine’ at communion 
services among the various churches in 
this state. Asttorney General Hart, in 
an opinion written out on this subject 
last fall and published in The Consti- 
tution on October 20, holds that this usé 
of wine, whether it be fermetned or not, 
is not tnviclation of ‘the intent of the 
prohibition law. 

in this decision he holds that it would 
be against the constitution of the United 
States and opposed to ithe bill of rights 
witch grants to all the right to worship 
God in whasoever way is deemed proper. 
‘were any effort made to curd this way of 
observing the Lord’s Supper. 

He holds, unqhestionably, that the use 
of wine at the Lord's Supper is not 
against the prohibition law. 

Litigation About Leases. 


The prohbbition law in Georgia is going 
to entail much Iitigation in regard to 
leases. ' 

There are many instances where bar- 
rooms and whisky houses are leased for 
a term of years; the prohibition law be- 
comes effective ang these places are no 
longer available for the purpose for 
which they were used and the lessees 
wish to give them up. 

It is generally conceded among the law- 
yers at the capitol that umless there is 
a clause in the lease which specifically 
states that the lease is to terminate in}: 
the event of prohibition, it is binding 
for the term of years specified in the 
lease, regardless.

TAFT APPEALS, 
FOR SOLDIERS 


Thinks Uncle Sam Should 
Pay Them More Money, 


ARMY IS BEING DEPLETED 


Hopes the Naval System of Promo- 
tion and Advancement Will Be 
Adopted—Suggests a Statue 
Be Erected to Edward 


M. Stanton, 


Washington, D. C., January 6.—Secre- 
tary Taft is a strong advocate of jin- 
creased pay for the army and his an- 
nual report, just sent to congress, com- 
pletely dispels any doubt that may e¢x- 
ist as to the secretary’s position. The 
report with a formidable pre- 
Ssentment of figures showing the rapid 
decrease in the strength of the regular 
army in recent years (the loss last year 
being no less than 4,428 men), and the 
pressing need for officers to replace 
detailed on recruiting duty 
Or as military instructors in education- 
al institutions. The secretary declares 
that while many reasons hawe been ad- 
vanced to explain the difficulty, a suf- 
ficient one is to be found in the in- 
adequacy of army pay. 

“I think it quite probable,” 
“that an increased pay of the enlisted 
men, including considerable additional 
inducement for men to reenligt and such 
reasonable increase in the pay of non- 
commisgioned officers as would stimulate 
men to remain in the service and to 
qualify themselves for these higher po- 
sitions, would have a markedly beneficial 
effect upon the recruitment of the 
army.” .

Wants Naval System Adopted. 


The secretary earnestly favors the 


adoption for the army of the naval 
System, under which the president is 
authorized to fix the rates of pay with- 
in defined limits, as a means of ob- 
taining a better discipline and a high- 
er efficiency. He also recommends the 
creation of a general service corps to 
relieve the soldiers of the vast amount 
of unmilitary work they are now 
called upon to perform. In his opinion 
the mflitary service should be so. at- 
tractive and desirable that it will not 
be difficult to get and hold the class of 
men needed for the enlisted personnel, 
and to make army service a life work, 
as it used to be, by offering rewards 
for proficiency and greater increase of 
pay for length of service. 

The regular army last year lost 
officers and 26,310 enlisted men, 
although it was a year of peace, 14 of 
the officers and 358 of the men were 
killed in action or died of wounds and 
disease, ’ 

The secretary has decided to create 
one of the new regimental posts at 
Baguto, in the Philippines, and asks for 
an appropriation for the purpose. He 
also urges an enlargement of Fort Mc- 
Intyre by purchasing, near Manila, 
6,000 acres at a cost of $185,000, and 
the construction of an electric railroad 
from Camp Overton, on the north shore 
of Mindanao, to Camp Keithley, on 
Lake ‘Lanao, In the center of the Moro 
country. 

He compares Banguio to the Adrion- 
dacks’ atmosphere and climate, and says 
that nothing could be of more benefit to 
the army than a post at that point, 
where ewery regiment 
might be sent at. some time during its 
duty in the islands.

“The failure to make proper and 
adequate provision for caring for the 
health and comfort of the volunteer 
forces in time of war—and this can 
Only be done by creating a sufficiently 
large body of competent surgeons, with 
military knowledge and training—not 
only needlessly prolongs the struggle 
and involves the country In expenditures 
of money far in excess of the actual 
cost Of making proper provision in ad- 
vance, but, most deplorable of all, brings 
anxiety and sorrow to households all 
over the land, and condemns many 
promising youths to unnecessary sutfer- 
ing, and possibly to a premature grave.” 

Among the estimates submitted is an 
estimate of -$6,488,000 for the construc- 
tion of batteries at Manila and Subig 
bay. This estimate appears in connec- 
tion with others for the insular pos- 
sessions, and the only comment made 
upon it {is the report is this:

The secretary declares 
that while many reasons hawe been ad- 
vanced to explain the difficulty, a suf- 
ficient one is to be found in the in- 
adequacy of army pay. 

“I think it quite probable,” he says,

men, including considerable additional 
inducement for men to reenligt and such 
reasonable increase in the pay of non- 
commisgioned officers as would stimulate 
men to remain in the service and to 
qualify themselves for these higher po- 
sitions, would have a markedly beneficial 
effect upon the recruitment of the

Wants Naval System Adopted.
